Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Ms. Takagi proposed amending the claims to specify that the "high 
index of refraction" is at least 1738. However, the examiner took the position that such an amendment constitutes 
new matter due to the fact that the value of 1 .738 is taken from an example and there is insufficient disclosure for other 
values that are encompassed by the proposed language. The examiner informed Ms. Takagi that this amendment 
would not be entered after final rejection. Ms. Takagi argued that the rejected definition of X7 is within the specification 
and that there are examples of compounds that meet the structure. The examiner disagreed; to the extent claimed, it 
is unclear how X7 is to interpreted when the variable is a bridging bond or a bridging alkylene group. Lastly, the prior 
art rejection was discussed, and Ms. Takagi argued that there are no examples of coplymers using naphthalene 
diisocyanate within Saito et al. The examiner argued that Saito et al. teach that such aromatic diisocyanates are 
preferred and that copolymers of multiple isocyanates are disclosed. The lack of examples does not negate these 
teachings.
